Intention to-be., That the Church of - 
. England be Preſerved, and remain : 
"Entire in its Do@trine, Diſcipline, and 

Government, as now it ſtands Eſta- 

bliſhed by Law; And that This be ta- 

ken to be, as t 1s, the Baſis, Rule, and 

Standard of the General and Publick 

Worſhip of Cod, and that the Or- 

thodox Conformable Clergy do re- 

ceiveand enjoy the Revenues belong- 

ing thereunto ; :And that no perſon, 

though of a different Opinion and 

Perſwaſion,, {hall be exempt from 

paying his T'ythes., or other Dues 

whatſoever. And-.further We De- | 
 clare, 'T hat no perſon ſhall be capable 4 

of holding. any  Benefice, Living , bp 
or Ecclefiaſtical Dignity or  Prefer- MY 

ment of any kind in this Our King- 

dom of England, who is not exactly 

Conformable. - 

We do 1n the, next place Declare 
Our Wull and Pleaſure to be, That 
the Execation of all andall manner of 

B Penal 
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Penal Laws in matters Eccleſiaſtical, : 
againſt whatſoever ſort of . Non- ? 
Conformiſts or Recuſants ;' be im- 
mediately Suſpended, and they are 0 
hereby Suſpended. And all Judges, | 
Judges of Aſſiſe and Caol-delivery,+ 
Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace , May- 
ors, Baylifts, ' and other Officers 
whatſoever , whether Eccleſiaſtical 
or Civil, are to take notice of 
it, and pay due Obedience there- 
unto. | | 

And that there may be no pre- 
tence for any of Our Subjects to 
continue their illegal Meetings and 
Conventicles, We do Declare, That 
We ſhall from time to time allow a 
ſufficient number of Places , as they 
{hall be deſired, inall parts of this 
Our Kingdom, for the uſe of, ſuch as +| 
do not Conform tothe ( hurch of 
England, to'meet and aſſemble in, in f 
order to their Publick Worſhip and 
Devotion : Which Places ſhall be 
open and free toall perſons. _ | 
. ButH prevent ſuch diſorders and 
inconveniencies as ' may happen, by 
this Our Indulgence, if not duely re- 

gulated, 
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gulated , and that they maybe th 


| better proteCted by the Civil Magi- 


ſtrate, Our expreſs 'W1ll and Plea- 
ſure'is, That none of our Subjects do 
preſume to meet in any Place , until 


ſuch,Place be allowed,and the Teach- 


er of that Congregation be approved 
by us. 

And leſt any ſhould-apprehend , 
that this reſtriction ſhould make Our 
ſid Allowance and Approbation difti- 
cult to be'obtained ; We do further 
Declare, That thus Our Indulgence, 
as to theAllowance of thePublick Pla- 
ces of Worſhip, and Approbation of 
the Teachers, ſhall extend-to all ſorts 
of Nonconformiſts and Recuſants, 

except the Recuſants of the Roman 
Catholick Religion, to whom We 
ſhall in no wiſe allow Publick Places 
of W orſhip, but onely Indulge them 
their ſhare in the -common. Exemp- 
tion fromthe execution of the Penal - 
Laws , and the Exerciſe . of their 
Worthip in their private Houſes 
onely. 

 Andif after this .Our Clemency 


and Indulgence, any of Our Subjects

ſhall preſume to Abuſe this Liberty, 


and ſhall Preach Seditiouſly, or: to * 
the Derogation of the Do&rine, Di- 
ſcipline, or Goyernment of the Eſta- 
bliſhed Church,or ſhall meet in Places - 
not Allowed by Us, We do hereby 
give rhem warning, and Declare, we 
will proceed againſt them with all 
imaginable Severity : And we will 
let them ſee we can be as Severe to 
Puniſh ſuch Offenders, when fo juſtly 
Provoked, as we 'are Indulgent- to 
truly Tender Conſciences.
